The Enquirer 
further decfarej, rather dogmatically, that 
"to say that an offender for a short term 
cannot be made to auslaln himself as well as 
for a long term, is to impugn the capacity ol 
the human intellect." We are left in doubt 
whither Ihe Enquirer deems the assertion 
damaging to the intellsct of the offender or 
to that of the jailer. IfVirglnia can bring 
forward a prison system that will make pen- 
itentiaries and houses of detention self- 
sustaining, she will earn tho thanks of every 
Stale in tho Union. Tbe principle of mak- 
ing prisoners work, even il their labor Is not 
productive ofproBt, Is doubtless theorell- 
cally correct, but the crank-taming In the 
English jails is liable toagreat dealof abuse. 
Prisoners who secure their own incarcera- 
tion, in order to be clolbed and fed for 
nothing, form a class of paupers which the 
good of society demands shall be kept In 
dnrance, and ills little short ofadsnrdity lo 
require all prisoners to earn their own living 
njiil,
